Fortified with a petition signed by 
more than one thousand 
adult resi­ 
dent? of Gettysburg, a committee of 
citizens again vialled the town council 
at their meeting last night, asked and 
succeeded in obtaining the passage 
of a curfew law. 


Voting 
for 
the 
ordinance 
were 
Messrs. Dougherty, Gilbert, 
Winter, 
Trestle, Funkbouaer, and Gei*< Imam 
Mr. Swift voted against it, Mr. Mc­ 
Donnell did not vote, and Mr. Tawney 
was absent. 
The Burgess will sign 
th** measure and it will become a law 
after due publication bus l»een given. 
The principal points of the ordi­ 
nance arc the following: it prevents 
l*>y* under sixteen ami girls 
under 
eighteen from being on the street* 
between nine o’clock at'night and four 
in the morning unless accompanied 
by |»arent or guardian; it provides for 
the enforcement of the law by local 
ami State police and by a local “vigi­ 
lance committee" who shall 
serve 
without pay; it provides a $2.50 line 
for violations. 
Provision is made for children 
to 
get employment 
certificates 
which 
will allow them to return from their 
places of work after the hours speci­ 
fied, and also for children 
to go on 
errands of necessity for their parents 
or guardians. 
The committee urging the passage 
of the ordinance were Mrs. II. C. Al­ 
leman, Mrs. G. F. Sanders, Mrs. J. I. 
Burgeon, Miss McMillan, Rev. VV. It. 
Glen, and John lh Keith Esq. Donald 
G. Price, of the War Recreation Com­ 
mission, and Miss Becker were also 
present to urge its passage. 
Various features of the ordinance 
received full discussion before final 
action was taken. 
Mr. Price assured 
council that the ordinance would not 
be tak<di as a reflection on the 
sol­ 
diers. that the camp adjutant highly 
favored the passage of the measure, 
ami that be bad declared every good 
soldier would be pleased that council 
had taken the action. 
The ordinance 
which

ed is as follows:

Be it enacted and ordained by tile 
Burgess and Town Council of the Bor­ 
ough of Gettysburg, 
Adams County, 
Pennsylvania, and it is hereby enacted 
and ordained by the authority of the 
same: 
Section I. That it shall be unlawful 
for any boy under the age of sixteen 
years and unlawful for any girl under 
the age of eighteen years, to be or to 
remain 
in or upon any street, alley, 
highway, sidewalk, pavement, or other 
public place 
within the Borough 
of 
Gettysburg. Adams County. Pennsyl­ 
vania, at night 
after the hour of 9 
o'clock p. in. and before the bour of 4 
o’clock a. in. 
of the succeeding; day, 
except as hereinafter provided. 
* Section 2. 
The provisions 
of Sec­ 
tion I hereof shall 
not anniv to ans 
boy or girl under the ages aforesaid, 
while accompanied by his or her par­ 
ents, guardian, or other person having 
the legal custody 
or control of such 
boy or girl, or to any boy or girl whose 
legally recognized employment makes 
it necessary for such boy or girl to be 
or 
remain on or upon said 
streets, 
alleys, 
lanes, 
highways, 
sidewalks, 
pavements or other public places, pro­ 
vided such boy 
or girl shall carry a 
certified card of employment signed 
by employer and the Burgess of this 
borough or to any boy or girl while in 
the 
performance 
of any errand 
of 
necessity directed by bis or her par­ 
ents, guardian or legal custodian.

It shall be unlawful for

“Good bye and good luck”. 
This was the farewell waved to 
twelve Adams Comity boys who left 
Gettysburg this morning as the second 
contingent of our quota for the N a­ 
tional Army. 
A mere handful of peo­ 
ple were present at the station to see 
them have and their departure was 
in striking contrast 
to that of the 
first lot which left 
several weeks 
ago. 
The dozen stalwart youths, headed 
by ll. J. Hartman and ll. B. Slagle, 
of the Exemption 
Board, 
marched 
two-by-two from the Court House to 
the station, arriving there just as the 
train pulled in. 
There was no band to escort them, 
there was no crowd along the pave­ 
ments to see them go and applaud 
them as they walked, and at the sta­ 
tion not more than twenty five per­ 
so n s were present. 
But the ones who 
were th»*re gave them all the hearti­ 
ness of farewell which 
they 
could 
command. 
The fact that so few were to go had 
something to do with this morning's 
lack of ceremony, but probably the 
more prominent reason for the ab­ 
sence of a crowd at the station was 
the situation two weeks ago which is 
still fresh in the 
minds of all who 
witnessed it. 
At that 
time 
many 
wept and persons who 
had no 
in­ 
dividual interest 
in 
the boys were 
among the ones who shed tears. 
It 
was ie* avoid any further show of 
feeling that they stayed away. 
Only one or two of the boys who 
left this morning gave good-bye to 
relatives at the station. 
They had 
seen what happened when the first lot 
I left and they implored their families 
Ui give them farewell at home and 
not come to the depot to participate 
in any “scene”. 
When the train [lull­ 
ed out. accordingly, there 
was 
a 
cheery wave of the hand from all on 
board, and a livHy response from 
those on the platform. 
There was 
little saline** about the farewell but 
more the atmosphere of twelve fine, 
(healthy young men, leaving to take 
up a jot* of some pleasant sort. 
The boys reported 
Friday after­ 
noon, according to orders, some sjn*nt 
the night in town and others returned 
to their homes, reporting early this 
morning

companied them to camp, having a 
great desire to see just where Ad­ 
ams County’s boys are in training and 
everything about their 
experiences.

Detail instructions to postmasters 
on the increased 
letter 
mail 
rates 
which become effective 
November 2 
under the terms of the war tax bill, 
have been issued 
by 
Postmaster 
General Burleson. They do not apply 
to mail to most 
foreign 
countries 
which are fixed by international trea­ 
ties, but they do apply to all domes­ 
tic mail, and under that classification 
is included mail to Canada, Mexico, 
Cuba, Panama, the United States pos­ 
tal agency at Shanghai, and all per­ 
sons in the military service 
of the 
United States in Europe. 
The department issued 
these 
in­ 
structions: 
“ Postmasters shall 
on and 
after 
November 2 see that postage is paid 
at the rate of three cents an ounce 
or fraction thereof on letters and 
other first class matter except drop 
letters. 
All drop letters, that is, let­ 
ters mailed for delivery from the of­ 
fice at which posted, including those 
for delivery by city, rural or other 
carrier of such office, are required to 
have postage paid on them at the rate 
of two cents an ounce 
or 
fraction 
thereof. 
“ Postal cards are required 
to he 
prepaid two cents, and therefore the 
one cent postal cards must have a 
one cent postage stamp affixed to 
them in addition to one cent stamp 
impressed on such cards. 
Post cards 
(private mail cards) bearing written 
messages must have two cents pos­ 
tage prepaid on them.”

Believe Action will Help in Stopping 


Journey* 
to Other Towns for 
Li­ 
quor. 
No Conviction. 


Thirteen licensed drivers who held 
permits to carry passengers through 
the Gettysburg National Park have 
had their licenses cancelled by reason 
of the fact that they brought whiskey 
into the park iii their automobiles. 
This information is now given out 
for publication, but the authority to 
cancel the permits was given by the 
Assistant Secretary of War, on Sep­ 
tember 21st. 
The report of tin alleged violations 
is signed by James B. Aumen and 
tells that investigation and search of 
automobiles coming from 
Emmits­ 
burg showed that they had intoxicat­ 
ing liquors in them or on persons in 
them. and had soldiers of the IT. S. 
Army as passenger-. 
The amounts 
range from two to eight quarts of 
whiskey, the total for the thirteen 
cars being sixty one quarts. 
The 
offenses occurred between the hours 
of 10:45 p. rn. and 2:30 a m on tho 
night of September 12th. and all the 
vehicles were searched on Section 4, 
West Confederate avenue. 
The list of the thirteen men has 
been furnished, but are not published 
by reason of the fact that some or ult 
of the drivers may not have known 
of the presence of the whiskey in 
their ears, and the publication 
of 
their names might cast 
undeserved 
reflect iou upon them. 
The action of the 
commission 
in 
placing the blame upon the drivers 
will doubtless have a salutary effect, 
however, in that it will caution others 
to make sure that soldiers do not have 
liquor about them when they take 
them over Government property. This 
will do much to break up the practice 
of going to other 
towns 
for their 
whiskey and bringing it into camp, it 
is believed. 
Prosecutions brought against Em­ 
mitsburg men for selling liquor to sol­ 
dier* feM flat in Emmitsburg this 
week when it was ruled that there 
was not sufficient 
evidence 
against 
the alleged violators. 


Two automobilists 
were 
injured 
Friday when their machines turned 
turtle, near Abbottstown, while a t­ 
tempting to drive past other cars on 
the pike.

S. H. Ensmipger. 
Several 
stitches 
were required to close it. 
Later he 
was able to return to his home by 
trolley. 
Another machine occupied by two 
men from Gettysburg came to grief 
in the same manner 
as the above. 
One of the occupants was severely 
injured, 
while 
the second 
received 
only slight bruises. 
The injured man 
was attended by Dr. T. C. Miller, of 
Abbottstown. After receiving surgi­ 
cal attention he was taken 
to 
his 
home by automobile. 
Eye witnesses 
to the acidcnt declared the machine 
was traveling at a high rate of speed 
and that it turned over three times 
before it spent its momentum.

A. McClelland, the 
only 
surviving 
trustee 
of Rocky 
Springy 
Presbyterian church, near Chambers- 
burg, who has been the only trustee 
for upwards of thirty years past and 
now the only surviving member, made, 
answer in the matter of the petition od, 
the trustees of the Carliala Presbytery, 
to show cause why the trustee* of that 
Presbytery 
should not be appointed 
trustees of the Rocky Spring church. 
Mr. McClelland’s contention ta that' 
the Presbytery 
of Carlisle does not 
have any jurisdiction or control over 
the 
property of the Rocky 
Spring 
church, this control being by law vest­ 
ed in the lay members of the congre­ 
gation. 
He 
states that the 
Rocky 
Spring church wa* erected with funds 
secured by voluntary contributions of 
its members; that the land on which 
the church now stands was first oc­ 
cupied and used for church purposes 
about 1737; that 
William 
Brecken­ 
ridge settled this land some years be­ 
fore that date but took no steps to ob­ 
tain title until 1767 at which time rn 
warrant 
was granted him. 
Mr. Mc­ 
Clelland continues a narration of the 
story 
of 
the organization 
of the 
churchy its adoption of a constitution 
not long after June 20, 1796, and the 
securing of a patent as late as April 
of this year, the patent having origi­ 
nally been 
“taken’’ on June 30, 1790. 
In April of the present year, Mr. Mc­ 
Clelland applied for the patent, paid 
$10 in office fees and the $5 required 
by law to satisfy the lien entered by 
the commonwealth 
against the pro­ 
perty to secure the balance of the pur­ 
chase 
money. 
These sums Mr. Mc­ 
Clelland paid personally for the bene* 
fit of the congregation and to perfect 
the title of the church property 
m 
April 17th, this yetr, a patent was is^ 
sued to him As the surviving trustee of 
the Rocky Spring church. 
Mr. McClelland 
denies that por* 
tions of the petition of the Presbytery 
trustees in 
which they declare “that 
Rocky Spring church has become iin­ 
active and is now extinct, end that the 
property is liable to be wrested and de­ 
stroyed.” 
Mr. 
McClelland 
reside* 
in .Shippensburg but in that portion of 
it which lies in Southampton township* 
Franklin 
county, about eight 
mile* 
from the 
old church. 
He avers that 
he has not been inactive; that in ad­ 
dition to securing 
the patent 
from 
the state, he has had sole charge of 
the church 
property “for more than 
thirty years, has seen that it is kept 
in good order and repair; and has ex­ 
pended his time and funds for the care 
of the church property.” 
Further answering the petition of 
the Presbytery trustees Mr. McClel­ 
land says that seven years ago Car­ 
lisle Presbytery ceased supplying tho 
Rocky Spring 
pulpit and 
since that 
date Mr. McClelland himself has ar­ 
ranged for such services as have been 
held at the church.

We will not here attempt to deter­ 
mine to what point of efficiency the 
first part of the plan has been brought;

The Hlndenburg 
line, on which during many months 
thousands of soldiers and even prison­ 
ers worked persistently, as well as the 
men and women of the Invaded district, 
was a masterpiece of fortification; cer­ 
tain strategic works will remain as 
models in the history of modern war. 


Hlndenburg Line Damaged. 


The object of this line was to guar­ 
antee a necessary respite for the re­ 
organization of the Germany army and 
for an effort on other fronts by oppos­ 
ing an Impassable obstacle to the im­ 
minent offensive of the French and 
English. 
The famous “spontaneous 
falling back" of the German forces on 
this line proves to what a point of ex* I 
haustion they had come. 
The Anglo-French forces did not fol­ 
low this dilatory method; in April they 
took up a vigorous offensive and dam­ 
aged the Hlndenburg line in several 
places. 
This battle of the Aisne and of 
Champagne (April 16 to May 16,’1917), 
which will go dp\yn to posterity as one 
of the most sanguinary battles of the 
war, not only assured to the allies the 
conquest of the positions—the Impor­ 
tance of which was indisputably re­ 
vealed by the fury of tile battles aud 
counter-attacks—but it had a, consider­ 
able effect on the military situation 
and the German military strength. 
On the Verdun front from February, 
1916. to February, 1917, Germany had 
engaged 56 divisions and a half, 14 of 
which went to the front twice and six | 
three times. 
From April 9 to May ll, 1917, 1. e., In 
one month only, 84 divisions were

Under the French system there 
are let-down perbuR OfT duty an of­ 
ficer may fraternize with enlisted men 
‘.to an extent which would scandalize 
the English army. This Is due, In part, 
Ito the fact that the armies are com­ 
posed differently. 
The English army 
la much more stratified 
than 
the 
'French. It ha*, as the American army 
had before the war. a distinct officers’ 
chias. An Engllshmsn of certain ado­ 
p t i a n receives a com mission as a runt- 
,ter of course. 
Under the volunteer I 
system, which prevailed at the begin- j 
ping of the war, the English volunteer 
of the upper or upper middle class 
did not offer hi* services until he was 
•prepared to fulfill the duties of an j 
officer. The French draft, on the other 
hand, thrust many a distinguished cit)- i 
’■en Into the ranks. 
A sergeant In

T ak ey m e peck of red ripe tomatoes;

them eight le*el tablespoonfuls of salt 
and one lcwel tablespoonful of cayenne 
pepper. 
NBispend in the tomatoes a 
flannel bag contaiidng two level table­ 
spoonfuls o f black pepper, six level ta ­ 
blespoonfuls of niifistard, one level ta ­ 
blespoonful of cinnamon, one level ta ­ 
blespoonful *>f ti ii ground allspice and 
one level tablespoonful of cloves. 
Boil as rapidly as possible until the 
ketchup beatus to thicken, then add 
one quart of vinegar nnd continue ladl­ 
ing until a teaspoonful placed iii a 
saucer will not give off any water. 
Remove th e hag containing the spices, 
put the ketchup in jars or bottles and 
seal or cork: while hot. 
if paraffin in 
convenient melt a small quantity In a 
saucepan, luwert the bottle of ketchup 
and dip the cork and upper part of the 
bottle neck iii it 
The paraffin will 
help to keep out mold spores. 


Intxpensivsa Coloring. 
A very inexpensive way of coloring 
is to use the hark of trees. 
Take the 
rough bark off of an oak tree, cover 
with w afer and Inil hard for half or 
th re e q u a rte rs of an hour. 
Then lake 
out tho bark and put the material or 
w hatever you want to color iii the w a­ 
ter and let boll for a few minutes, 
keeping all parts under the water. This 
colors a very pretty yellow; Indeed, It 
colora prettier than the dye. 
You can 
color w'hite w aists gloves, stockings, 
ribbons, etc. 
Peach-tree leaves will 
also color yellow, but not na pretty as 
the hark. To color with them use them 
the sam e w ay as the hark. 
Wark wal 
nut hulls will color brown, using them 
the sam e w ay. Sumac berries will color 
red In the late*fnll.
